
Hopkins Leaves Hospital Bed to Testify; 
Briggs to Face Letter Inquiry T omorrow 



Phillips, Oil Man/5^ 
Describes Case as j 
'Dirty Politics' j-^

George N* Briggs, missing key 
figure in the mystery case of the 
"Hopkins letter/' has telegraphed 
that he will call at the Justice 
Department at 10 a,m. tomor- 
row, Assistant Attorney General 
Henry A t Schwelnhaut disclosed 
this afternoon. The announce- 
ment was made after Harry Hop- 
kins left his hospital bed to ap- 
pear before the District grand 
jury investigating the case. 

Mr. Hopkins subsequently told 
newspapermen: 

"This letter is a forgery. There 
is a forger in the picture, I think I 
know who the forger is” 

Mr. Schwelnhaut intimated Mr. 
Briggs would be taken before the 
grand Jury as soon as he arrives at 
the Justice Department. 

The man who published the “Hop- 
kins letter / 1 a Nelson Sparks, for- 
mer Mayor of Akron, Ohio, has said 
that he got the letter from Mr. 
Briggs, who, in turn, allegedly re- 
ported he heard about it from Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes. Mr. 
Ickes denied he knew about the let- 
ter and Suspended Mr. Briggs with- 
out pay from the Interior Depart- 
ment, where he was the Secretary’s 
assistant. 

Wired From New York. 

The telegram from Mr. Briggs 
originated in New York, although 
the rumor was that he was in se- 
clusion in Maryland. Mr, Schwein- 
haut said that a subpoena had been 
left at Mr, Briggs 1 house in Fairling- 
ton, Va„ Tuesday night, but he was 
not home at the time. 

The revelations about Mr, Briggs s 
implication in the case were made 
Monday on the floor of the Senate 
by benator Langer, Republican, of 
North Dakota. 

Frank Phillips, chairman of the 
board of the Phillips Petroleum Co 
Bartlesville, Okla. T also appeared 
before the grand jury today for 5 
minutes and told newspapermen he 
did not know Mr. Briggs, who al- 
legedly wrote Mr, Sparks in October 
that Mr. Phillips had the “Hopkins 
letter —addressed to Dr. Umphrey 
Lee. president of Southerp Methp-
